I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the 
year  1962. 

The  Birth  Rate  shows  a  satisfactory  rise  of  one  point  on  the 
previous  year  and  compares  favourably  with  that  of  England  and  Wales • 

The  Death  Rate  shows  a  rise  on  the  previous  year.  Of  the  total 
of  151  deaths,  cancer,  heart  and  allied  diseases  and  bronchitis  accounted 
for  93. 


The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  shows  a  rise  on  the  previous 
year.  There  were  seven  deaths  in  this  group  of  which  three  were  under 
the  age  of  one  week. 

I  should  like  to  record  a  year  of  pleasant  co-operation  with 
your  Clerk,  Mr.  Brown,  your  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Mr.  Shipo,  and  their  staffs.

1 o  Laboratory  Services 

The  bacteriological  work  of  the  District  has  been  carried 
out  during  the  year  by  the  Laboratory,  Stoke  Mandeville  Hospital, 
Aylesbury*. 

2 •  Ambulance  Services 

These  services  are  administered  by  the  County  Council  and  are 
now  radio  controlled  throughout  the  county.  The  northern  part 
of  the  District  is  served  by  the  Bletchley  Station  and  the 
southern  part  by  the  Aylesbury  Station*. 

3 o  Child  Welfare  Clinics 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  Winslow  twice  monthly  at 
the  British  Legion  Hall.,  and  at  Stewkley  once  monthly  at  the 
Village  Hall.  In  addition  the  Mobile  Welfare  unit  pays  monthly 
visits  to  Great  Horwood,  Little  Horwood,  Mursley,  Newton  Longville, 
Drayton  Parslow,  Swanbourne,  Nash,  Whaddon  and  Shenley® 

These  Clinics  are  attended  by  Nurses,  Health  Visitors  and  a 
Doctor,  and  in  addition  to  routine  inspections,  immunizations 
against  Diptheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Poliomyelitis  and  Tetanus  were 
carried  out.  The  total  number  of  attendenaes  by  children  was 
1490. 

A  word  of  thanks  must  be  given  to  those  ladies  of  the 
Voluntary  Committees  who  give  so  much  of  their  spare  time  in 
helping  to  organise  these  clinics® 

4 e  Home  Nursing  and  Health  Visiting 

The  District  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  carried  on  their 
excellent  and  noble  work  as  in  previous  years® 

5.  Home  Help  Services 

This  service  introduced  under  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  has  proved  of  great  assistance  to  the  community,  particularly 
the  old  and  infirm®  The  County  Council  have  appointed  a  full  time 
Organiser  and  two  Assistant  Organisers  to  cover  the  North  of  the 
County® 

60  Hospi tals 

During  the  year  the  Aylesbury  group  of  Hospitals  have  provided 
accommodation  for  surgical,  medical  and  infectious  disease  cases®

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Existing  Sewers  and  Disposal  Works 

All  the  Council’s  works  have  continued  to  function 
satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

Swanbourne,  Mursley  and  Stewkley  (North  End)  Scheme 

This  scheme  was  completed  during  the  year  and  good  progress 
was  made  in  connecting  up  properties.  I  feel  that  this  was 
a  most  satisfactory  scheme  having  solved  the  problem  of  the 
completely  inadequate  and  overloaded  works  at  Mursley  and  at  the 
same  time  providing  sewerage  facilities  for  the  village  of 
Swanbourne® 

Nash  Scheme 


Progress  has  been  rather  slow  on  this  scheme  owing  to  the 
difficulty  in  obtaining  a  site  for  the  installation  of  the  works® 

Newton  Longville 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  was  agreed  that  the  Council’s 
Consulting  Engineers  be  asked  to  prepare  a  report  on  Newton 
Longville  owing  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  existing  works  and 
likely  expansion  of  the  village. 

Adoption  of  Sewer 

Numerous  sewers  on  Council  Housing  Estates  were  adopted 
as  public  sewers  during  the  year. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Apart  from  a  breakdown  of  the  service  due  to  weather 
conditions  early  in  the  year  the  fortnightly  service  has  been 
fully  maintained.  Continued  development  has  increased  our  problems 
and  less  and  less  time  has  been  available  for  tip  maintenance. 
Control  at  the  tip  is,  of  course,  most  important  and  it  has  meant 
that  we  have  to  make  regular  use  of  a  bulldoser.

2.  Regular  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  and  the 
results  of  these  indicated  that  the  water  supplied  conformed 
to  the  high  standard  of  that,  required  by  any  public 
supply  authority. 

3«  There  is  no  tendency  to  plumb o- solvency. 

All  parishes  in  the  district  are  supplied  with  water  from 
public  mains  and  apart  from  a  few  isolated  farms  and  other  properties 
the  majority  of  the  population  are  served.
